The  children’s  agencies  of  Boston  are  associated  in  a  plan 
for  service  to  all  classes  of  children, — infants,  with  or  with¬ 
out  their  mothers,  the  dependent,  the  sick,  the  defective,  the 
wayward,  the  exposed. 

There  are  agencies  specializing  in  many  fields,  a  network 
bound  together  and  co-operating  through  the  Confidential 
Exchange.  It  is  expected  that  the  Council  of  Social  Agen¬ 
cies,  just  forming,  will  more  certainly  determine  the  place 
of  each  in  the  general  program. 

That  the  outlying  country  may  be  covered,  some  of  the 
societies  which  serve  the  whole  of  Greater  Boston  have 
agreed  to  hold  themselves  specially  responsible  to  meet  the 
needs  of  certain  cities  and  towns.  Those  assumed  by  the

The  Mission  welcomes  applications  for  children  of  Greater 
Boston  of  any  age,  race,  or  creed  who  are  in  any  form  of 
distress. 

It  works  out  their  problems,  as  far  as  possible,  through  its 
own  or  other  agency,  readjusting  family  and  home  condi¬ 
tions,  and  so  enabling  children  to  remain  at  home  or  with 
relatives,  sometimes  under  its  supervision. 

It  enlists  for  them  the  assistance  of  the  special  agencies 
most  efficient  to  serve. 

It  provides  for  them  under  its  own  care  for  shorter  or  longer 
periods,  governed  by  circumstances. 

It  co-operates  very  closely  with  the  social  service  depart¬ 
ments  of  various  hospitals,  specializing  in  service  to  their 
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delicate  but  curable  children  who  need  the  help  of  a  foster 
home  with  intelligent  care  to  bring  about  their  recovery. 

In  this  specialty  the  Mission  operates  with  equal  freedom 
in  any  Greater  Boston  district,  expecting  others  serving 
special  types  to  accept  children  of  their  specialty  from  the 
Mission  district,  thus  avoiding  the  necessity  for  duplication 
of  machinery. 

An  institution  is  found  unnecessary. 

Those  taken  into  charge  are  placed  in  carefully  selected 
private  families  at  board  or  sometimes  without  charge,  and 
are  regularly  supervised  by  paid  visitors. 

Parents  or  relatives  are  required  to  pay  what  they  are 
able  toward  support. 

Suitable  parents  are  encouraged  to  visit  their  children 
and  to  expect  reunion  at  the  earliest  possible  time. 

Religious  convictions  of  parents  and  children  are  re¬ 
spected. 

All  details  of  work  are  recorded,  causes,  conditions,  and 
results  are  studied,  and  legislation  is  influenced. 

The  Mission,  as  its  name  indicates,  is  a  work  by  children 
for  children. 

An  important  side  of  the  work  is  the  education  of  well-to-do 
children  in  helping  the  less  favored. 

Contributions  are  sent  by  the  children  in  the  Unitarian 
Sunday-schools  all  over  New  England  to  this,  their  principal 
philanthropy,  and  many  have  continued  their  gifts  through¬ 
out  mature  life. 

Adults  are  urged  to  give,  as  the  work  has  grown  far  beyond 
the  means  of  the  children. 

No  public  subsidy  is  received. 

Incorporated  to  hold  funds  in  trust,  legacies  are  earnestly 
solicited.

REPORT  OF  THE  OFFICERS  AND  DIRECTORS. 


In  presenting  the  annual  report  for  the  year  the  directors 
feel  that  though  the  year  has  been  a  difficult  one  the  results 
have  been  gratifying.  The  number  of  children  cared  for  in 
various  ways  has  been  practically  the  same  as  last  year, 
1,117.  The  total  expenditure  has  been  $58,265.87,  and  the 
total  receipts,  $56,623.52. 

An  analysis  of  these  figures  shows  that  the  Sunday-schools 
contributed  40  per  cent.,  individuals  70  per  cent.,  and  in¬ 
vested  funds  11  per  cent,  more  than  last  year.  The  total 
receipts  were  18  per  cent. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  board  of  children  has  increased 

36  per  cent.,  partly  met,  however,  by  an  increase  of  22  per 
cent,  in  the  payments  by  parents.  The  total  reimburse¬ 
ment  by  parents  has  been  53  per  cent,  as  compared  with 

37  per  cent,  last  year. 

The  total  expense  connected  directly  with  the  support  of 
the  children  was  57  per  cent,  greater;  that  of  administra¬ 
tion  7  per  cent.;  the  one  item  of  salaries,  15  per  cent.  There 
is  a  deficit  of  $1,642.35.  The  total  received  from  bequests 
is  $4,874.29. 

The  General  Secretary  in  his  report  calls  special  attention 
to  the  fact  that,  owing  to  these  conditions,  the  Mission  has 
not  been  able  to  receive  into  its  care  a  number  of  children 
whom  it  otherwise  would  have  accepted.  Some  of  these 
were  therefore  referred  to  other  private  societies  and  a  few 
to  the  State.  Here  is  an  urgent  reason  for  increased  gener¬ 
osity  on  the  part  of  our  contributors. 

The  Mission  has  met  with  a  great  loss  in  the  resignation 
of  Mr.  Henry  M.  Williams,  its  President,  which  took  effect 
in  May.  Mr.  Williams  had  been  President  for  sixteen  years, 
fulfilling  its  duties  with  exceptional  interest,  fidelity,  and 
wisdom.  A  better  friend  the  Mission  never  had,  nor  one 
abler,  or  readier  in  spirit,  to  guide  its  affairs.  His  place  has 
been  filled  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Endicott  P.  Saltonstall, 
Vice-President  since  1913. 

In  November,  1919,  Miss  E.  Frances  Murray,  head  of 
the  Advice  and  Assistance  Department,  resigned  and  was 
associated  with  the  Bureau  of  Illegitimacy  as  the  Mission’s 
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representative,  a  position  she  was  obliged  to  surrender  soon 
after  on  account  of  ill  health.  The  directors  wish  to  place 
on  record  their  high  appreciation  of  her  faithful,  enthusiastic, 
and  efficient  service  on  behalf  of  the  Mission  during  her 
long  term  of  twenty- three  years.  Not  only  was  she  of 
greatest  value  to  this  work  as  head  of  her  department,  but 
she  was  recognized  by  other  societies  as  an  expert  in  her 
special  field  where  insight  and  good  judgment  are  essential. 

Since  the  date  of  the  General  Secretary’s  report  the 
Mission  has  acquired  the  property  situated  at  20  Ashburton 
Place,  on  Beacon  Hill,  and  is  now  making  plans  for  needed 
alterations.  The  building  will  furnish  large  and  convenient 
offices,  and  when  completed  will  greatly  facilitate  the  work 
of  our  several  departments.  We  expect  that  it  will  be  ready 
for  occupancy  in  March.  In  the  mean  time,  work  will  be 
carried  on  as  usual  at  279  Tremont  Street. 

In  conclusion  the  Mission  appeals  again  for  increased 
subscriptions  and  special  gifts.  Salaries  have  advanced 
again,  as  have  other  expenses,  necessitated  by  the  high  cost 
of  living.  Such  conditions  can  only  be  met  by  an  equal 
liberality  on  the  part  of  our  friends.  Our  workers  are 
giving  faithful  and  devoted  service.  It  is  for  you  to  give 
generous  support.

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SECRETARY. 


During  its  seventy-first  year  the  Mission  has  been  in 
helpful  relations  with  1,117  children. 

A  detailed  account  of  the  great  variety  of  needs  which 
have  been  met  through  many  resourceful  expedients 'would 
prove  of  interest  and,  we  think,  would  show  that  our  steward¬ 
ship  has  been  conducted  with  efficiency  and  economy.  We 
must,  however,  confine  ourselves  to  a  very  brief  statement, 
in  order  to  save  expense  of  publication,  which  is  heavier 
than  at  any  time  in  the  past. 

An  important  part  of  our  work  is  that  of  advising  and 
guiding  our  children  through  their  difficulties  without  placing 
them  in  our  foster-homes.  Of  the  879  whose  applications 
were  considered,  we  received  into  our  actual  care  only  185. 
For  208  we  were  able  to  secure  the  expert  care  of  specialized 
agencies  peculiarly  fitted  to  meet  their  particular  needs,  and 
the  others  were  given  advice  and  guidance,  sometimes  quickly 
terminated,  but  often  requiring  many  weeks  of  painstaking 
effort. 

Children  who  have  graduated  from  our  care  to  the  number 
of  97  have  needed  occasional  advice,  that  we  might  insure 
them  lasting  benefit;  or  inquiry,  that  we  might  assure  our¬ 
selves  as  to  the  degree  of  efficiency  of  our  work,  and  so  profit 
by  our  experience. 

In  our  approved  foster-homes  we  have  supervised  the  care 
of  326  different  children,  giving  altogether  7,974  weeks  of 
care,  an  average  of  153  children  each  week,  somewhat  more 
than  last  year  though  not  as  many  as  in  years  when  there 
have  been  severer  conditions  for  laboring  people. 

During  the  summer  about  half  the  children  received  were 
of  semi-convalescent  type,  needing  post-hospital  care.  At 
other  seasons  these  children,  our  specialty,  have  constituted 
only  a  quarter  of  our  intake.  When  we  see  a  child  who 
comes  to  us  such  a  nervous  wreck  that  he  cannot  stand  alone, 
go  back  to  his  home  in  six  months  or  a  year  a  perfectly  well 
boy;  or  when  we  see  another  child  brought  to  us  strapped 
on  an  arched  frame,  or  encased  in  plaster,  with  her  leg  at 
right  angles  to  her  body,  and  then  a  year  or  two  later  see 
this  same  child  running  with  her  playmates,  we  feel  that 
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our  expenditure  is  more  than  justified.  Such  work  represents 
thoughtful  planning  on  our  part,  great  care  by  the  foster- 
mother,  and  oftentimes  a  heavy  expenditure  of  money. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  these  post-hospital  children 
are  not  our  only  concern.  We  are  here  to  consider  every 
child  emergency  and  to  work  at  it  until  the  need  is  met. 
We  have  made  strenuous  effort  to  this  end,  and  have  over¬ 
spent  our  income  by  $1,642.  Notwithstanding  this,  we 
have  to  confess  that  we  have  not  always  been  able  to  meet 
the  demands  upon  us  nor,  in  some  instances,  have  we  been 
able,  after  carefully  canvassing  the  field,  to  find  any  agency 
able  to  assume  the  burden.  In  such  cases  public  care  is  the 
only  alternative.  This  has  been  particularly  true  in  relation 
to  the  care  of  babies.  Those  who  specialize  with  them 
report  that  enough  foster-homes  cannot  be  found. 

We  see  little  prospect  of  great  improvement  in  the  situa¬ 
tion  until  the  cost  of  living  is  reduced.  More  available  funds 
will  do  much,  however,  and  we  ask  our  contributing  friends 
to  redouble  their  efforts  to  help  us  meet  the  situation.  The 
cost  of  maintenance  of  normal  children  has  doubled  since 
pre-war  times,  and  the  care  of  our  children  from  the  hos¬ 
pitals,  who  are  carried  through  to  ultimate  recovery,  is  pro¬ 
portionately  even  more.  F urthermore,  it  has  been  necessary, 
in  common  with  all  other  agencies,  to  raise  the  salaries  of 
our  workers. 

Much  might  be  written  concerning  our  joint  work  with 
our  neighbor  agencies  in  the  League  for  Preventive  Work. 
The  League  has  vigorously  prosecuted  campaigns  in  behalf 
of  the  feeble-minded,  against  alcoholism,  and  for  state 
censorship  of  moving-picture  films.  It  has  also  instituted 
the  Dietetic  Bureau,  which  is  doing  educational  and  pre¬ 
ventive  work  with  parents  and  children  who  might  other¬ 
wise  need  our  help.  It  is  now  proposed  to  merge  the  League 
in  a  general  Council  of  Social  Agencies.  Space  will  permit 
us  to  say  only  that  this  co-operative  work  is  yearly  becoming 
more  nearly  perfected  and  we  are  approaching  our  ideal 
community  programme  for  childhood,  where,  without  du¬ 
plication,  all  needs  will  be  covered  by  agencies  specializing 
in  different  fields. 

We  have  special  cause  for  congratulation.  We  have  sold 
our  property  at  279  Tremont  Street,  which  was  planned  for 
the  purpose  of  an  institution  but  has  been  used  since  1907 
for  offices.  Up  to  that  time  it  had  been  used  as  a  temporary 
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receiving-home,  but  this  proved  to  be  unnecessary,  and  by 
the  change  funds  were  released  for  the  more  extended  and 
less  expensive  work  of  boarding  out  our  children.  Since 
then  it  has  been  our  ideal  to  have  more  centrally  located 
headquarters,  where  we  might  have  easier  access  to  public 
meeting-places,  offices,  and  records.  As  the  fiscal  year 
closed,  negotiations  were  progressing  toward  the  purchase 
of  such  a  site  and,  as  our  Report  has  been  delayed  in  publica¬ 
tion,  we  are  enabled  to  announce  that  we  have  secured  a  new 
location  at  20  Ashburton  Place,  directly  opposite  Ford  Hall, 
and  within  a  minute’s  walk  of  the  State  House  and  of  the 
Court  House.  The  building  is  to  be  altered  and  adapted 
to  our  purpose  in  time  for  occupancy  in  the  spring  of  1921. 

We  cannot  close  this  brief  report  without  again  expressing 
our  appreciation  of  the  devotion  of  our  many  friends  who 
have  made  our  results  possible.  Our  foster-mothers,  in 
spite  of  increased  expenses,  are  still  making  daily  sacrifices 
for  the  children  intrusted  to  them.  Doctors  and  dentists 
are  giving  liberally  of  their  time,  and  many  others  are  help¬ 
ing  in  too  many  ways  to  be  here  enumerated.  To  all  of  these 
we  extend  our  hearty  thanks,  and  we  are  especially  grateful 
to  those  loyal  contributors,  both  the  grown-ups  whose 
help  is  indispensable  and  the  members  of  the  Sunday-schools, 
who  remember  that  the  Mission  was  started  as  the  special 
work  of  our  Unitarian  schools,  and  still  regard  it  as  their 
first  responsibility.

INCORPORATION. 


On  April  13,  1864,  in  response  to  petition  of  Albert  Fearing,  Henry  P. 
Kidder,  Thomas  Gaffield,  Charles  Faulkner,  Frederic  W.  Lincoln,  Jr., 
Warren  Sawyer,  George  Merrill,  and  William  Crosby,  the  present  work 
was  incorporated  under  the  title  “The  Children’s  Mission  to  the  Chil¬ 
dren  of  the  Destitute  in  the  City  of  Boston,”  “for  the  purpose  of  fos¬ 
tering  in  the  minds  of  the  young  a  spirit  of  Christian  sympathy  and 
active  benevolence,  and  to  adopt  such  measures  as  shall  rescue  from 
vice  and  degradation  the  morally  exposed  children  of  the  city.” 

On  January  31,  1913,  at  the  request  of  the  corporation,  the  legisla¬ 
ture  amended  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  changing  the  name  to  “The 
Children’s  Mission  to  Children,”  and  providing  that  “the  purpose  of 
said  corporation  shall  be  to  foster  in  the  minds  of  the  young  a  spirit 
of  Christian  sympathy  and  active  benevolence,  and  to  institute  such 
methods  in  behalf  of  exposed  and  otherwise  needy  children  in  the  city 
of  Boston  and  vicinity  as  will  promote  their  welfare  and  lead  to  good 
citizenship.” 

The  members  of  the  corporation  shall  consist  of  the  superintendents 
of  such  Sunday-schools  as  shall  contribute  to  the  funds  annually  not 
less  than  ten  dollars;  also,  such  individuals  as  shall  pay  annually  ten 
dollars.  And  the  payment  at  one  time  of  twenty  dollars  shall  consti¬ 
tute  a  life  membership. 


BY-LAWS. 


Article  T. — Object. 

The  object  of  this  corporation  shall  be  to  foster  in  the  minds  of  the 
young  a  spirit  of  Christian  sympathy  and  active  benevolence,  and  to 
institute  such  measures  in  behalf  of  exposed  and  otherwise  needy  chil¬ 
dren  in  the  city  of  Boston  and  its  vicinity  as  shall  promote  their  welfare 
and  lead  to  good  citizenship. 

Article  II. — Members. 

The  members  of  this  corporation  shall  consist  of  the  superintendents 
of  such  Sunday-schools  as  shall  contribute  to  its  funds  annually  not 
less  than  ten  dollars;  also,  such  individuals  as  shall  pay  annually  ten 
dollars;  and  the  payment  at  one  time  of  twenty  dollars  shall  render  a 
person  eligible  to  election  to  life  membership  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
When  any  Sunday-school  or  individual  shall  cease  to  pay  as  much  as 
ten  dollars  annually,  membership  in  the  corporation  shall  cease.  All 
Sunday-schools  regularly  contributing  shall  be  considered  branches  of 
the  Mission,  and  all  scholars  of  such  schools  who  contribute  any  sum 
shall  be  members  of  such  branch. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  duly  elected  and  serving  for  one 
year  shall  thereby  become  life  members  of  the  corporation. 

Article  III. — Officers. 

Section  i. — The  officers  of  the  corporation  shall  be  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Treasurer,  and  Clerk.  These,  with  eleven  other  per¬ 
sons,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Directors.  All  officers  and  directors 
shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  or 
until  others  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified  in  their  stead.  They 
are  authorized  to  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  before  the  annual 
meeting.  A  General  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors,  and  shall  hold  the  office  for  one  year,  or  until  another  shall  have 
been  elected  in  his  stead. 

Section  2. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  devise, 
mature,  and  execute  measures  by  which  the  objects  of  the  corporation 
may  be  promoted.  They  shall  raise,  manage,  invest,  and  dispose  of 
its  funds.  They  shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  such  children  as 
may  be  given  up  in  writing  to  this  corporation  by  their  parents,  or 
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other  persons  having  the  legal  custody  of  such  children,  for  the  purpose 
of  adoption,  and  shall  have  authority  subsequently  to  consent  to  the 
adoption  of  such  children  by  any  suitable  person  or  persons,  whenever 
in  their  judgment  the  best  interests  of  such  children  will  thereby  be 
promoted,  such  consent  to  be  evidenced  by  the  signature  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent  or  other  officer  when  duly  authorized  thereto  by  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

No  sale  or  conveyance  of  any  of  the  real  estate  of  this  corporation 
shall  be  valid  without  a  vote  of  approval  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the 
whole  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  at  any  meeting  duly  called  for  the 
purpose. 

Five  members  personally  present  at  any  meeting  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Section  3. — The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  charge  and  care  of  the 
finances;  shall  collect  and  receive  all  moneys,  except  those  pertaining 
to  minor  accounts  administered  by  the  General  Secretary,  and  shall 
dispose  thereof  as  shall  be  ordered  by  the  vote  of  the  Board;  and  at 
the  annual  meeting,  and  at  all  other  times  when  required,  he  shall 
render  a  full  account  of  the  pecuniary  affairs  of  the  corporation. 

Section  4. — The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of 
the  corporation  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  have  charge  of  all  their 
books  and  papers,  give  notice  of  their  respective  meetings,  and  prepare 
an  Annual  Report. 

Article  IV. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  May,  and  public  meetings  may  be  held  during  Anni¬ 
versary  Week,  and  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  Board  of  Directors 
may  appoint.  The  Board  of  Directors  may,  at  any  time,  call  special 
meetings  of  the  corporation;  and  it  shall  call  one  when  requested  to  do 
so  by  five  members  of  the  corporation.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall 
determine  the  place  and  hour  of  each  meeting  of  the  corporation,  and 
seven  days’  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  in  one  or  more  newspapers 
published  in  Boston. 

Five  members  personally  present  at  any  legal  meeting  of  the  cor¬ 
poration  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.

Article  V. 

Any  amendments  to  these  By-laws  proposed  at  one  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  may  be  made  at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  said  Board 
by  a  vote  of  two- thirds  of  the  directors  present,  provided  that  in  the 
call  for  the  meeting  notice  shall  be  inserted  that  an  amendment  of  the 
By-laws  is  to  be  acted  upon.
